Jn fjod’s Hand 


How big is God's hand? Jesus says: "No one can take [my sheep] 
out of my hand. My Father, who has given them to me, is greater than 
all, and no one can take them out of my Father's hands." 

How big are the Father's hands? There are roughly 100 billion stars 
in a galaxy, and more than 100 billion galaxies. So there are 10,000 
billion billion stars! Some stars are 40 million times brighter than the 
sun. There are quasars that emit the light of a trillion suns. 

The Risen Lord tells us: "No one can take [my sheep] out of my 
hand. . . . The Father and I are one." Christ shares God's almighty 
power and holds us in his hands. We can be totally confident of his 
protection, if we listen to his voice. "My sheep hear my voice; I know 
them and they follow me." 

God holds the universe in his hands, yet the Lord Jesus places 
himself in our hands at Communion. It doesn't make sense. How can 
we hold God in our hands? A priest named Theodore who lived in 
350 AD said this about receiving Communion. "Do not approach with 
hands extended and fingers open wide. Rather make your left hand a throne 
for your right as it is about to receive your King, and receive the Body of 
Christ in the fold of your hand, responding 'Amen.' 

We receive in our hands the God who holds the universe in his 
hands! The Risen Jesus wants to strengthen us with his power. He 
wants us to be as strong as he is. That is how he protects us. He gives 
us his Presence so that we can love ... forgive ... suffer like him. 

He didn't promise to keep us safe from all harm. Instead, he 
promised that "no one can take us out of his hands." No matter what 
we experience - sickness, storms, cancer, car accidents, even death - 
he holds us in his hands. 

Julian of Norwich lived in England when the Black Plague killed 
over half of the people. She almost died herself from a terrible illness. 
During her lifetime the Hundred Year War began between England 
and France. The king and archbishop were both assassinated. Yet 
God told her: "You shall not be overcome." 

So she wrote in her journal. "He did not say, 'You shall not be tempted; 
you shall not be troubled; you shall not be distressed, but He said, "You shall 
not be overcome. . . . so He wills that we love Him and delight in Him and 
strongly trust in Him; and all shall be well ." 

This is the Easter mystery. Fr. Steve
